Tho encampment opened In dne form in 
the entertainment haU of tho Exposition 
bulliling at 3 p. m. The Commander-in- 
Chief, General Folrebild, presided The an- 
nual address of tho Commander-in-Chief, 
whloh is very long, was then preatated.

From Adjutant I'c. aer.il Gray's report he 
learned that tho total nu-nt-er of members 
borne on the rolls of ihe ore*' at the National 
encatnomtnt was 8*8,409. In 1680 there were 
80,084 membera. In the lait nve autartara 



there have been mustered Into the Grand 
Army 7Z.8W. There were reported June 
80, 1887, In good standing, 880, sat; a us 
peaded, 88,180; by delinquent reports, lO.sv!; 
total st lsst reioros borne upon the rolls, 878,; 
874. Tha amount reported expended In charily 
March. 1888, to March, 1887, Inclusive, Is VU,- 
9*4.48. This money waa dlaonraed to 17,670 
oomrndes and their families, and 8,800 others 
were assisted, giving 80,608 Individuals who had 
received benefits during the year. 

During the year death had claimed 8,406 mem- 
ber* He selected for special notice the late 
General John A. l<ogan, who in lite bad mani- 
fested hla loye not only In words, but by active 
publlo and private efforts, did any poor, 
maimed, helpless veteran need an advocts, 
did the Grand Army need a defender, his was 
the first name thai cams to the llpa, and ha waa 
never appealed to la vain. 

A letter had been received by him from 
Joseph W, Drexel offering la perpetuity the 
cottage on Mount McGrexor la which Gen- 
eral U. B. Grant spent his laat days to 
tho survivors of the gallant men who 
aared tha oountry, the only eondltlono 
being that the cottage and aurroundlng 
grounds be held In trust hy the Commander- 
In Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Ihe president of the Mount McGregor Railway 
Company, and another to be named by the 
giver. Ooneral Falrchlld recommended that it 
be referred lo tho Incoming Commaader-ln- 
Chief, with authority loaoeept on aatlsfaetory 
arrangements. 

He recommended the appointment at once of 
a rump. lent comrade to write the history of 
the organization, and auggested that the gen 
era! Government include In the next de- 
cennial census an euumeraltou of the soldlera 
of tha late war of tho rebellion who may be 
living In 1800. lie also recommend* that the 
National hoadquarters be located at soma 
central point and that an Assistant Adjutant- 
General he put tn charge. 

In the matter of pensions tt haa been an aim 
of the order, ho aald, to have Congress grant 
relief of the pressing needs of the oomrsdas. 
The Grand Army, with Ibe approval of tha peo- 
ple in general have enlisted In this csuse; 
men of all ahadea of politieal belief bute 
been foremoal In these efforts, and never 
until this year bos it entered the mind of any 
well-tnformed man to charge that his seal In 
bebnlf of nur needy comrades was of a pollllual 
purttsan character. Tho Grand Army of the 
Repubie would nevor consent that this ques- 
tion of pensions should be classed umoog those 
which meo commonly call partisan. 

The Grand Army haa been of one mtod In 
considering it but simple Justice that the 
United States should at least grant a pension 
of not Iris than tli a month to all persous who 
served three months or mote in the military or 
naval service of tbo Called Statee 
during the war of tho rebellion and who havo 
been honorably discharged end who 
are now or may hereafter be snffcr- 
ferlng from mental or physical disability— not 
the result of their own vtoioas habits— which 
Incepocltatea them for the performance of man- 
ual labor. "What la aaked now In the way of 
general renaiona,'' General Falrchlld said, 
"haa baeo asked for roars. It la not de- 
manding too much. Many membera are of 
the bonest opinion that It Is not enough, 
favorlnj s broader measure of relief which will 
embrace all who sorved a cortsln length of 
time and can show an honorable dlschari;*, 
commonly ealled the aervlca penalon bill" 
General Falrchlld said ho was not here to argue 
against lhat as an ulilmato measure. He 
wished to do nothing lo postpone tho coming 
of the arrlvul ol tho day of relief to the suffer 
log. 

In conclusion bo said: "In fraternity, charity 
and loyally wo stand, proud of the fact that 
there Is ool now, nor haa thore ever been, any 
hittar fooling of hate for those of our fellow-clti- 
reus who, once in arms sgatast us, but now be- 
ing loyal, have long ago tnkod inclr old-tlmo 
placoa la our hearts, nover, wa devoutly hope, 
to bo removed therefrom. Wo hare not now. 
Dor have wa at any time alnoe the war olosod, 
had any disposition to open again the bloody 
chaam whloh once unhappily divided this peo- 
ple. We will r.ot only ourselves not reopen that 
dreadful abyas, but we will with the loyal peo- 
ple North and South, protest against all at- 
tempts which others may make to do so, by 
holding up for especial honor and distinction 
any thing that pertains to or la any meaner 
glorifies the caute of d'sun'on. 

"With the people or ihe South we only seek to 
continue the friendly rivalry long ago entered 
upon In the effort to make our beloved lend 
great and prosperous and tls people intelligent, 
h ippy and vlrtuoua. We will rival them tn ex- 
alting all that pertains lo and honors this great 
Union and in condemning every thing lhat 
tenda to foster a hostile sentiment thereto. 
We will rival them in earnest endeavors to In- 
culcate In the minds of the citizens of this 
country, and especially of our children, a heart- 
felt love for the United States of America, to 
tho end that present and coming generations 
shall In every part of -the land believe 
In and maintain true alleglnnoe there- 
to, bated upon a paramount re- 
spoctfor and ndellty-to Its constitution and 
laws, which will lead them io discountenance 
whatever tenda to weaken loynlty, Incites lasur 
rectlon, treason or rebellion, or in any manner 
Impairs the effloiency and permanency of our 
free institution and will Impel tbcm to En- 
courage the spread of universal liberty, equal 
right* and Justice to all men,' and to defend 
theso sentiments, which are quotod from the 
fundamental law of our order, with their lives, 
if need be." 

A resolution snbmltted by Comrade 
Thomas, of Illinois, was adopted It au- 
thorised tho Commander-in-Chief to ap- 
point a special comiulttce of seven to report 
to tin- encampment upon tho feasibility of 
accepting the Invitation of tho trustees 
of the Ix>gan Mouttmcnt Fund to co- 
operntj in ttie "noblo enterprise." General 
Falrchlld Immediately appoiuted a* a com- 
niltt-jo Governor Aigcr, of Mlchtfrau; 8. 8. 
llurdctte, of Wesbington; II. H. Thomas, of 
Ultuois; John C. Bobiuson, of New York; 
Goveruor Beaver, of Pennsylvania; Hanni- 
bal Humilu, of Maine, and Charlea D. Nash, 
of Massachusetts. • 

Comrndo Kt-ifer, of Ohio, moved that, in 
accordance with the rocommondation of the 
Cominander-in-Chlef, the lotter of Mr. Drex- 
el tendering the Mount McGregor property 
to tho Grand Army be referred to the Com- 
mandcr-ln-Chiof to be elocted by this en- 
oampmont and a now council of adminis- 
tration, with full power to acoopt the con- 
veyance. Referred. 

During tho ucsslon Past Commandor- 
ln-Chlot Vandsrvort, of Omaha, introduced 
a preamble and series of resolutions con- 
demning Presidont Cleveland's policy In 
Gruud \ i ins matters in the most severe 
terms. The preamble recites the President's 
action iu the matter of pensions and then 
dwells on his " attempt to have the reliel 
flags captured In Imti.e relumed to tho re- 
bcUious Southern State*" It aleo refers to 
his " general policy of tanhblng the Union 
veterans and honoring ex-Confcderatos with 
place and power in tho Administration. 
The resolutions call for n formal 
condemnation of Presidont Clovolaud 
and his roothods In those matters and 
pledge the Grand Army to tho eupport of 
any Presidential cand'dnte known to bo a 
aympathizur with the Union and tbo men 
that fought therefor. The reading of the 
resolutions created an uproar, and loud pro- 
testations wero mingled with cheer* Un 
dcr the rule* the resolutions were referred 
without debate. Then- La no doubt but that 
they will be considerably prnned down In 
committee before being referred lmck to tha 
convention, the committee having that 
powor. One thing is certain, thoy will cause 
a warm discussion whon they ore returned

Bt. I ..a is, Bept 30. —Tho fiery a ntl -Cleve- 
land resolutions presented by Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief Vandervoort at Wednoa- 
day'a session of the Grand Army encamp- 
ment are still In the hand* of tho Committee 
on lteeolntion* The committee spent the 
greater part of the day on these resolu- 
tions, all the other business being throat 
aside or left to sul>-committoe* to handle, 
(tending an agreement on the Issues raised 
by Mr. Vandervoort It ho* been finally de- 
cided to bring In two report* thla morn- 
ing. The majority report will recommend 
ahelvlng the roaolutlons on the ground 
of expediency, and deprecate any action 
by tho Grand Army that would give Its en- 
emies a chance to say that the organization 
had a partisan bias or waa be'ng usod for 
political purposes. The minority report will 
favor the Indorsement of the resolutions 
aa they stand, Uie minority members hold- 
ing that the Grand Army ahould go on rec- 
ord a* condemning President Clevclond'a 
action. 

The encampment met promptly at 0 
o'clock a m. yeaterday. The report of tho 
Committee on Pensions relate* to their ef- 
forts to procure Ubcral legislation from 
Congress and tho fate of the Dependent! 
Pension bUt The committee wore at 
Washington during the debstes In Con- 
gress over the bill It was far from 
what they wanted, but it at least 
would have removed 12,000 veterans from 
public panper-housca They call attention 
to the Mexican Penalon bill, for more liberal 
than Uie one for pensioning the soldlera 
against the rebellion. This bill met tho ap- 
proval of the President, and thoy wero fair- 
ly stnnned when from the *amo hand cair.o 
a veto of the measure of like principle, 
but Inflnlteainal in drgree, for the veterans 
of the war o gainst treason. They appealed 
to the Grand Army of the Republic, and the 
response came from 300,000 membera In 
no uncertain tone* The committee, there- 
fore, prepared a new Pension bill This 
bill makes provision for pensions to alt 
veterans who are or may hereafter be- 
come nnabl* to earn their own liveli- 
hood; for a direct contlnnnnce of penslone 
for widows In their own right; tor an In- 
crease of the present pittance to minor chil- 
dren; and for fathers or mothers from any 
date of dependence. Such a law would at 
once remove fully 1 2,000 veterans from the 
public almshouses where they now rest mak- 
ing them pensioners instead of paupers, p: - 
vido pensions for fully as many more now de- 
pendent npon pr.vi.tr charity, and put Into 
the general | eusion laws for the first t'me 
the recognition of Ihe principle that pen- 
sions may be grantod to survivors of tho 
late war without absolute proof of d salilllty 
arising from the seivlco, proof almost Im- 
possible to procure after the lapse of mcro 
then twenty yean. The bill is similar In 
general principle to that vetoed, but the. h- 
Jcctlonnblo pauper claasu Is omitted, mak- 
ing this a disability aud not a dependent 
bill 

The committee recommend the sam/i 
pension "for tbo widow of tbo reproBcxta- 
tlvo volunteer soldier of the TJnlou army— 
John A Logan — as is paid to the widows of 
those typical regulars— Thomas, tho rock cf 
Chlckainauga, and Hauoock, always the 
Buberb." A motion was mado to postpone 
consideration of the report until the report 
of the Committee on Resolutions on the 
General I Pension bill should be received; 
but It was i mil iy voted down, and after a 
great deal of preliminary wrangling tha re- 
port of the committee was adopted without 
debase, 

Tha Committee on the Annual Addren of 
the Commaudcr-ln-Chicf recommend the 
preacntatlon of a propor testimonial to him. 
They desire to specially express their 
approval of Gcnrrol Orders Nos 12 and 
111, believing as they do that it is entire- 
ly improper and contrary to the rules of 
the order for posts to express themselves by 
official action at the request of persons ontw 
side of the Grand Army of the Republic upon 
any subject or question nnless ofnoLatly au- 
thorised or requested so to do through the 
regnlar official channels of the organisation. 
(-The Committee on Itesolutions ropcrted 
back a large number of resolutions, mostly 
pertaining to the routine work of the order. 
Among them waa a resolution In regard to 
polygamy In Utuh. Tha resolution de- 
nounces Mormcnlsm In vigorous 
laniruage, describing It among other 
things a* a form of treason to 
the Union, and then went on to 
put the Grand Army unequivocally on 
record aa Its strenuous opponeut The 
committee reporttd adversely on the 
ground that the matter was foreigu to the 
purposes of the Grand Army and political 
In Its nature, and tho report canscd consid- 
erable dlsctissloa The cities of Colurabn*, 
Gettysburg, Buratcgi snd Chattanooga pre- 
sented their claim* to the location of tbo 
next encampment Before the bal'ot was 
announced Chattanooga and Saratoga with- 
drew, and the vote resultod In the selection 
of Columbus, 0. 

The encampment psssed the following by 
a unanimous vote: 

'■J;ttolnd, That It is the sense of tbe encamp 
mentthut there shall be a place set opai t by 
law at tbe capital of the Nation where all capt- 
ured flags am', albei trophies of war sh ill bo 
preserved and displayed. We therefore rcqiiost 
Congress lo mskc such provision, and recom- 
mend Pension Hall as a suitable plsoo for said 
purpose." 

There was a consultation yesterday morn- 
inf between the council of admin stratlon. 
Genes* Fab-child and Charles E. Ganlx, of 
Albany, H. Y.. the lepiesoutatlvc of Joseph 
W. Drexel, in reference to the aoooptanoo of 
the ' ' ■ ..-ii cottage at Mount MoGrcgor. At 
the closo of tho conference there was a 
unanimous agreement that the gift should 
be accepted.

flaw Fiuvniro, Oct, 2.— Passenger* by 
the Australian steamer, whloh arrived 
yesterday, brings details of > most rev 
ing tragedy, that occurred In T 
Wales, August 28. Wndhnm 
a man of excellent standing, becoming 
suddenly attacked by religious fronzy, 
murdered his wife and three children, all 
of whom he ' loved most dearly. In 
explanation be said be felt oallod upon 
by God to commit tho deed. Tho rosurrec- 
tion was near and their time bad rome. Aa 
Wyndham's wife offered resistance, he 
took her out of doors and '.with a stone 
broke In hor skull. He then took a carving 
knife and fork and thrust them into her side. 
Bo also pierced her hands and^foet, explain- 
ing arterwdrds that he Intended to crucify 
her as Christ was crnoiflod. Bis favorite 
daughter bad four cuts on hore forehead 
and the right side of the skull waa beaten 
Into a pulp. She had two piorced marks on 
her broast,two on each foot and twoon each 
hand. Tho marks appear to have been 
made with a fork. Tho left side of the 
skull of his sou was battered, his left side 
was plorccd In two places, as wero also 
bis bauds and feet. Tho other son seems 
to havo been killed direct by a oruol fork 
thrust entirely brough tho left side of the 
body. The hnnds and feet of all wore 
pierced, as it was Wyndham's intention to 
nail the bodies to a cross, they refuslug to 
be thus nailed while alive. 




A MOB OP ANAOHISTS 

Used Up bjr the folic*— They Would 
"Enter a Hall or Watle Through 

Blood," but They Did Neither. 

New Yonx, Oct 2.— For week* 
archists have been preparing for ac 
stration In favor of tho seven cond 
men at Chicago. No place suitable foj 
purpose could bo obtained in the cit3 
finally the groat skating rink at Union 
N. J., ;tvs« hired. Tho streets of Union 
Hill this altornoon wero thronged 
wllh boarded and strange looking 
men. The. morning, boworor, tho mem- 
bers of tho Union Hill common council do- 
cided that Iho proposed mooting was trea- 
sonable in its intents, and that it ahould 
not be held. The result was that there 
were fully ono hundred and fifty uni- 
formed officers present whon tho An- 
archits arrived. Precisely at one o'clock 
tbe police marched to Iho rink and took 
chargo of tha door, tbe koy of which they 
had previously socurod from the proprie- 
tor. Tho crowd surged about tho ontranca 
and sought to force their way in, but tho 
police used their clubs vigorously and bent 
thorn back. Finally a number of the mora 
hot-headed of tho AnarchiBts ralsod a cry I 
"Enter the hall or wado through blood I" 
and thoy nindo a grand rush. Thn police 
knocked several of the foremost down, 
nnd while tho fight was hot Town Clork 
Ferdinand Ahlers mounted a box and la 
loud tones proceeded lo road tho riot net. 
This bad a quieting effect on the mob for 
a moment, but hardly hod he flnlsbed 
when there camo a cry of "D— your riot 
act or your constitution! Down with 
tho blue - coated ruffians!'' and tho 
mob, some with knives " unsheathed, 
and others with revolvers drawn, charged 
upon tbe police. Thoy wore met by tbe 
officers with club whacks ovor tho beads 
and hands and driven back. No shots 
wero fired, but several persons were se- 
verely injured by knlfo thrust* and out*. 
Meanwhile the members of tho local lira 
department wore attaching a hose to aa 
adjacent hydrant with the intention of 
throwing a stream of wator upon tha 
heated Anarchists, and In a ball 
nearly all the members of Ellsworth 
Post, O. A. R., wore busily prepar- 
ing themselves to go to the res- 
cue should there be signs of the police be- 
ing overpowered. Happily the services of 
neither wns required. The police drove 
Iho crowd back, and Chief Schwarlx told 
them it was useloss to attompt to hold 
their meeting. At this time thore wero 
fully ten thousand people surging up end 
down tbe street, and a oordon of police 
was thrown around the rink. The police 
mado four arrests. One of tbo prisoners 
was so badly injured that he will probably 
die.

»rom Lake Erie to the Ohio River 
Proposed. 



What Ohio Srnaton ana a Number of 
« ..n K r. lainen Tlilnk of th. 
Proposition. 

ToiiDO, O., Sept. 2!>.-Th« Bladt this 
evonlng publtahet opinions from toveral 
Ohio Congressmen, and from Henatora 
Bhcrmnn and Pay no on the proposed 
ship canal from Lake Eric to tho Ohio 
river. Senator Sherman soys: "In roply 
to your circular of August 33, 1 havo to au- 
swor that I doubt tho expediency of build- 
ing a canal on Inn route propostO from Cin- 
cinnati to Lake Erie. If recommended, 
bowover, by the United Statoa En- 
gineers, and it can be shown that it is a 
work of practical utility, likely to produco 
tho efTccts suggostcd, I will vote for it, but 
my impressions aru against its expedi- 
ency." Bcnator Payne says: "In reply to 
the questions propounded in your letter of 
tho 23th nil., I havo to say that tho projoet 
of a ship canal from Lako Erie to tho 
Ohio river has not been considered 
by me, and therefore 1 am not pro- 
pared to answer, further than to say 
that I would fnvor a reasonable appro- 
priation for a preliminary survey." Ben 
Butterwnrth says: "1 wish to say that 
I have not considered the practicability of 
constructing a pi mmercial highway of tho 
character you mention between the lake 
and the Ohio river, and would not pass au 
opinion without further investigation than 
I havo been able to give the subject. 
Whether I would voto au appropriation 
would dcpontl, of course, upon tho feasi- 
bility and desirability of tho work pro- 
posed. If such work is practicable it 
would, of course, be of great advantage 
to Ohio, and, in fuel, to our wholo country." 
Congressman B. S. Voder, of Lima, suggcts 
that tho boards of trade and the cham- 
bers of commcrco of Ohio cities hold a 
meeting at Toledo iu the near future to de- 
termine upon some uniform plan of action. 
Congressman Boothman, of Ilryan, favors 
the projoet, as do Congressmen Romeis, 
Crouse, E. B. Taylor, Charles E. Brown, 
Wllliums and Cooper. B'riah Wilkins 
says: "I would favor tho survey of 
at least two routes from the Ohio to tho 
lakes— ono from Cincinnati to Toledo, 
via prohubly the Miami Canal, tho other 
being via tho Muskingum river, already 
owned by the Uovcruinent, to Zanesvllle, 
thence by the Ohio Canul to the Cuyahoga 
river at Cleveland." James E. Campbell 
says: "Appomllx K K to annual report of 
the Chiof Engineer, United States Array, 
for 1S»1, contains the preliminary sur- 
veys and estimates for enlarging the 
Miami and Erie Canal. The total esti- 
mated cost ins there exhibited) would bo 
K8,55",irj.l3. I would uot favor another 
survey unless the former is inaccurate. 
In that event I would most heartily urge 
further surveys. Your second and third 
queries 1 answer affirmatively. I have 
always ardently desired to seo a 
ahlp canal from Toledo to Cincinnati. 
I investigated tho subject with 
aonie caro in tho Forty-oighth Con 
gross, but abandoned tho project owing to 
its enormous cost. As between the pro- 
jocted Hennepin canal and the proposed 
enlargement of the Miami and Erie, the 
advantages are all with the latter. If any 
roocerted plan of action to improve tho 
Miami and Eric is concocted you may bo 
assured of my untiring aid."
